E. McAllister, alleged agent.of 
Braun & Fitts, olemargarine manu-’ 
facturers of Chicago, who songht his 
‘release from the, custody of the State 
authorities. Judge Bond holds that 
the arrest. was illegal and discharges 
the prisoner.

The. Judge, in reviewing the case, 
sald: - That a person may import an 
article from a foreign country.or one 
of the Statesof the Union, and sell 
it in the condition which tt was im- 
ported, is not .to be disputed now 
after along line of decisions by. the 
Supreme Court.: A State -may regu- 
late the sale and-storage of articles
